4. TRUSTEESHIP COUNCIL - 

THE TD CONCLUDED ITS 44TH SESSION JUNE 23 
BY ADOPTING REPORT (T/L.1206 AND CORR.l) ON THE PACIFIC 
SIALNDS, 2 (FRANCE, UK)-1(USSR)-1(US), AND REPORT TO THE 
SECURITY COUNCIL (T/L.1207) OF WHICH THE DRAFTING COMMITTEE'S 
CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS WILL FORM A PART, 

3-l(USSR)-0. SECTIONS A THROUGH E OF L. 1206 WERE ADOPTED 
2(FRANCE, UK)-0-2(USSR, US), AND SECTION F, ON CONSTITUTIONAL 
DEVELOPMENT, 2(FRANCE, UK)-l(USSR)-KUS). 

FOLLOWING ADOPTION OF THE REPORT TO THE SC, KRIENDLER 
SAID THAT ALTHOUGH USDEL VOTED IN FAVOR OF THE REPORT IT 
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WISHED TO MAKE CLAR THAT IT HAD TAKEN NO POSITON ON THE 
CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE TC. KOVALENKO (USSR) 
VOTED AGAINST THE REPORT TO THE SC BECAUSE SOVDEL DID NOT

5. COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA - 

GWENDOLINE KONIE, NEW PERM REP OF ZAMBIA TO THE 
UN, WAS UNANIMOUSLY ELECTED PRESIDENT OF THE UN COUNCIL 
FOR NAMIBIA JUNE 23. SHE SUCCEEDS KAMANA, WHO HAS LEFT 
UN HEADQUARTERS. SHE WAS PLEASED THAT SWAPO, WHICH HAD 
BEEN DESIGNATED BY THE GA AS THE SOLE AUTHENTIC REPRE- 
SENTATIVE OF THE NAMIBIAN PEOPLE, WAS ASSOCIATED WITH 
THE COUNCIL AND AN ACTIVE PARTICIPANT IN IT. IT WAS IM-

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6. COMMITTEE ON CONFERENCES - 

THE COMMITTEE JUNE 23 ENDORSED SEVERAL GUIDE- 
LINES FOR THE BETTER USE AND APPORTIONMENT OF CONFERENCE 
SERVICES FOR UN CONFERENCES AND MEETINGS. AMONG THE 
APPROVED SUGGESTIONS. ORIGINALLY MADE BY THE SECRETARIAT 
AND AMENDED BY CANADA, EGYPT, INDIA, MONGOLIA, 

PHILIPPINES AND THE UK, WERE: CIRCULATE DRAFT AGENDA 
BEFORE FIRST MEETING; INCLUDE IN PROGRAM FOR EACH MEETING 
MORE THAN ONE ITEM, SO THAT IF CONSIDERATION OF ONE IS 
INTERRUPTED OR COMPLETED, THE MEMBERS MAY PASS ON TO 
ANOTHER; COMPILE SPEAKERS LIST SEVERAL DAYS IN ADVANCE 
OF DEBATE ON EACH ITEM; CONVENE MEETINGS ONLY WHEN THERE 
ARE SUFFICIENT NUMBER OF SPEAKERS TO ASSURE ADEQUATE 
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UTILIZATION OF RESOURCES; HAVE DOCUMENTATION AY ATT. ABLE 
TO MEMBERS IN ADVANCE OF SESSIONS; IDENTIFY POSSIBLE 
OVERLAPS IN MEMBERSHIP OF COMMITTEES, PARTICULARLY THOSE 
IN SAME FIELD OF ACTIVITY, TO REDUCE LIKELIHOOD OF

LOS COMMITTEE II TUNE 23 DEBATED COLOMBIAN PROPOSAL 
THAT THE SECRETARIAT PRODUCE A MAP SHOWING POSSIBLE 
BOUNDARIES OF THE CONTINENTAL SHELF BASED ON FOUR SPECIFIC 
CRITERIA. IRELAND HAD INFORMALLY SUBMITTED 14 MONTHS AGO 
A PROPOSAL OFFERING TWO TECHNICAL CRITERIA BETWEEN WHICH 
A COASTAL STATE COULD CHOOSE IN ESTABLISHING THE OUTER

CONTINENTAL MARGIN. ZULETA, CONFERENCE SYG'S SPECIAL 
REPRESENTATIVE, POINTED OUT THAT THE SECRETARIAT WOULD 
HAVE TO BE GIVEN SPECIFIC TERMS OF REFERENCE TO PREPARE 
SUCHA MAP. AUSTRIA PROPOSED AS A COMPROMISE THAT A PRE- 
LIMINARY MAP BE PREPARED BASED ON ALREADY AVAILABLE INFORMA 
TION. CHAIRMAN AGUILAR (VENEZUELA) SUGGESTED, AT THE 
CLOSE OF THE DISCUSSION, THAT THE COLOMBIAN AND AUSTRIAN 
REPRESENTATIVES CONSULT WITH OTHERS ON A POSSIBLE REFORMU- 
LATION OF THE PROPOSAL FOR A STUDY. 

8. CONVENTION ON MARINE POLLUTION - 

MEXICO, UK, USSR AND US JUNE 23 REGISTERED WITH 
THE UN THE CONVENTION ON THE PREVENTION OF MARINE POLLU- 
TION BY DUMPING OF WASTES AND OTHER MATTER. REGISTRATION 
WAS DELAYED DUE TO TIME TAKEN BY SOVIETS AND MEXICANS IN 
OBTAINING PROPER DOCUMENTATION. (USUN 2016) 
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9. ECLA DEMONSTRATION - 

UN SPOKESMAN TOLD THE PRESS JUNE 23 THAT THE 
SYG HAD RECEIVED CHILEAN GOVERNMENT REPLY TO HIS PROPOSALS 
WHICH STATED THAT THE GOC IS PREPARED TO GIVE INFORMATION ON 
THE WHEREABOUTS OF THE RELATIVES OF THE GROUP OF 26 CHILEANS 
IN THE ECLA OFFICES IN SANTIAGO AND WILL NOT APPLY SANCTIONS 
AGAINST THE MEMBERS OF THE GROUP. THE SYG INFORMED ECLA 
EXECUTIVE SECRETARY, AND THE 26 DECIDED TO END THEIR SIT-IN 
AND HUNGER STRIKE. ALL 26 ARE ADDRESSING A MESSAGE THANK- 
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ING THE UN, THE SYG AND ECLA EXECUTIVE SECRETARY "FOR 
THEIR SERENE AND HUMANITARIAN ATTITUDE" AND THEY CONFORMED 
THAT IT IS NOT RPT NOT THEIR INTENTION TO LEAVE THE 
COUNTRY. SPOKESMAN ASSUMED THOSE IN ECLA WASHINGTON OFFICE 
WILL FOLLOW SAME COURSE. HE ADDED THERE HAD BEEN SIT-IN 
IN STOCKHOLM OVER NIGHT JUNE 17, REPORTED ONE IN COSTA 
RICA, AND THAT GROUP OF CHILEANS VISITED UNESCO PARIS ON
